ACANADIAN  INVASION 


A  NEW  YORK  NEWSPAPER'S  SEN- 
SATION. 


The  Caaadlsn  Pacific  Railway,  Dabb«d 
the  '•Dominion  OoTernment on  Wheel*," 
is  Harriedly  Baildlug  a  Railway  Through 
the  State  of  Maine — A  Direct  Violation  of 
the  Treaty  of  Washington  and  an  Un- 
warranted LicenHe  Taken  by  the  Pine 
Tree  State. 

New  York,  Feb.  18.— Double  leaded  and 
in  a  most  conspicuous  position  on  the 
editorial  page  the  Sun  this  morning  prints 
the  following: 

Feb.  2,  1871,  state  of  Maine  chartered 
a  company  to  build  an  east  and  west  rail- 
road across  the  northern  territory,  named 
the  Penobscot  and  Lake  Megantic.  An 
amendment  of  the  charter,  made  Feb.  25, 
1881,  authorized  the  corporation  to  lease 
or  sell  the  line  "to  any  other  line  or  cor- 
DoratioD.  The  purpose  of  the  amendment 
was  to  siiahle  ^heCanadian  Pacific  t<>  ):'ai!d 
and  operate  a  portion  of  the  Transatlantic 
on  United  States  soil.  The  amendment 
changed  the  Maine  company's  name  to 
"The  International  Railway."  The  road 
and  franchise  were  sold  to  the  Canadian 
Pacific  company  and  are  now  owned  by 
that  company.  This  British  corporation  is 

BUILDING    IN    A   HURRY 

the  most  important  portion  of  the  entire 
line  on  and  across  United  States  territory 
without  permission  and  almost  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  government.  The 
Quit  of  St.  Lawrence  is  closed  by 
ice  nearly  six  mouths  iu  the  year, 
and  it  is  a  commercial  necessity 
of  Canada  to  have  free  ucess  to  the  winter 
harbors  of  Maritime  Provinces.  The  map 
of  North  America  shows  that  the  con- 
structed and  located  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  railway  is  the  straightestand  short- 
est from  the  Pacific  ocean  to  the  Atlantic. 
The  railroad  system  of  Maine  connects  with 
all  great  winter  harbors  of  Dominion 
Maratime  Provinces.  The  shortest  cut 
from  Montreal  to  a^  these  harbors  is  by 
the  line  of  the  International  railroad.  Of 
all  ports  on  the  continent  Louisburg  is 
the  nearest  to  Liverpool.  The  Canadian 
Pacific  has  already  published  the  trip  dis- 
tance through  this  harbor  from  VanCouver 
on  the  Pacific  to  Liverpool  in  England,  to 
be  only  eleven  days.  Therefore,  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific,  which  is  the 

CANADIAN  GOVERNMENT  ON   WHEELS, 

encouraged  by  the  past  and  confident  .  of 
the  future,  is  determined  to  take  and  use  a 
six  rods  wide  strip  of  the  state  of  Maine 
in  order  to  accomplish  the  shortest  route, 
best  connection  and  to  trust  to  British 
diplomacy  and  American  politics  for 
sanction  of  this  seizure  of  the  United 
States.  Maine  exceeded  the  states'  rights 
when  she  authoriied  one  of  the  railroad 
corporations  to  sell  the  property  and  fran- 
chise to  a  foreign  corporation.  Only  the 
federal  government,  acting  through  con- 
gress and  the  president,  can  confer  such 
authority  on  a  foreign  corporation.  Com- 
merce between  any  of  our  states  and  a  for- 
eign country  and  foreign  commerce  across 
any  of  our  states  are  exclusively  within  the 
power  and  control  of  the  general  govern- 
ment. States  cannot  deal  with'  foreign 
commerce  at  all.    It  is  the  veriest . 

EXAOGBEATION   OF  LAWLESSNESS 

on  the  part  of  the  Maine  government  and 
the  Canadian  Pacific  company  under  which 
the  British  corporation  claims  the  right  to 
operate  a  railroad  on  United  States  terri- 
tory. It  has  not  a  shadow  of  right  to  do 
it.  So  wholly  destitute  of  right  is  the 
piratical  corporation  that  if  instead  of 
buying  and  finishing  the  uncompleted  rail- 
road for  commerce  with  Europe,  they  had 
simply  leased  such  line;  they  could  not 
lawfully  have  transferred  goods  over 
it  to  Halifax,  Picton  or  Louisburg. 
The  first  paragraph  of  the,  as 
yet  unabrogated,  twenty-ninth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  Washington  covers  imports 
into  and  exports  from  ports  of  United 
States  and  not  Canada.  The  right  of  free 
transit  from  Canadian  ports  through  our 
territory,  conferred  by  the  second  para- 
graph of  the  article,  attaches  only  to  im- 
portations destined  for  the  United  States 
and 

NOT  FOR  CANADA, 

China,  or  Japan.  Certainly  this  right  of 
free  transit  does  not  confer  on  Great  Brit- 
ain the  privilege  of  building  railroads  or 
constructing  canals  within  the  territory  of 
the  United  States.  In  a  like  manner  °uo 
authority  can  be  got  by  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific to  operate  a  road  in  Maine  of  the  thir- 
tieth article  of  treaty  of  Washington,  which 
was  killed  by  the  partial  abrogation  of  the 
treaty  on  a  treasury  order  of  Daniel  Man- 
ning, but  ressurected  and  held  to  be  iu  force 
for  the  benefit  of  the  "Dominion  Govern- 
ment on  Wheels."  That  was  simply  a  con- 
trivance to  enable  Canadian  railroads  to 
participate  in  the  inland  commerce  of  the 
United  States;  to  carry  freight  from. 

ONE  POINT  IN  OUR  TERRITORY 

through  Canada  to  another  point  in  our 
territory,  but  not  to  a  Canadian  port,  and 
thence  to  Europe. 

Maine  has  no  more  authority  to  legalize 
the  operation  by  a  Canadian  corporation 
of  a  railroad  within  her  territorial  limit 
than  she  has  to  suspend  the  navigation 
laws  of  the  United  States  on  her  coast,  and 
admit  Dominion  vessels  to  coastwise  com- 
merce in  all  her  harbors.  Indeed  if  con- 
ceded that  under  the  existing  treaties  the 
Canadian  Pacific  can  operate  a  railroad 
across  Maine,  the  right  of  that  corporation 
to  build  branches  from  a  Trunk  line  south- 
ward into  all  of  the  states  and  territores 
must  also  be  conceded.  We  call  upon  the 
government  to  summarily  suppress  this  in- 
vasion of  the  United  States  territory  by 
the  Canadian  Pacific.

and  Little  Cinderella,"  which  is  to  be  pro- 
duced at  the  Chicago  Opera  house  under 
the  supervision  of  Manager  David  Hender- 
son in  the  second  week  of  May.  This  is 
but  the  second  venture  of  the  kind  ever 
undertaken  in  this  country,  and  is  due  to 
the  success  of  the  "Arabian  Nights"  last 
summer.

The  ToungAIinnesotiuii  Makes  Bis  Maiden 
Speech  and  A  l--ances  a  New  Idea. 

Washi.noto.k,  Feb.  18.  -  [Special.]— Mr. 
Lind  made  his  traiden  effort  at  speech 
making  in  the  hou^e  late  last  night  to  such 
good  purpose  as  to  elicit  the  applause  and 
congratulations  of  bia  colleagues  on  both 
sides.  The  eveuint;  stssion  was  devoted  to 
the  Pacific  teleyii^J  t>'".  ai>d  some  doubt 
had  been  expresset.  as  to  the  power  of  con- 
gress to  direct  th^  Pacific  roads  to  con- 
struct and  run  their  own  telegraph  lines. 
Mr.  Lind,  in  a  plsisant  speech,  advanced 
the  idea  that  it  was  only  part  of  the  police 
power  possessed  by  the  general  government 
such  as  had  been  thown  by  the  decision  of 
the  United  States  supreme  court  in  the 
cases  of  the  state  of  Iowa  against  certain 
roads  and  telegraph  companies.  Mr.  Lind's 
ideas  were  new  and  found  a  good  reception 
in  the  house. 

lind  SCO  ses  a  victory. 

Washington,  Fe'a  18.— [Special.]— The 
house  committee  oi  post  offices  and  post 
roads  held  a  very  lively  meeting  yesterday 
in  the  consideration  of  a  bill  forbidding  the 
transmission  through  the  mails  of  any  sort 
of  lottery  advertisements.  The  sub-com- 
mittee consisting  olMerriraan  of  New  York, 
Lind  of  Minnesota  and  Anderson  of  Illi- 
nois, which  have  had  the  proposed  measure 
under  consideratior,  made  its  report.  Mr. 
Lind  took  issue  wirh  his  collegues  upon  the 
matter  and  when  they  concluded  to  report 
to  the  full  committee  a  recommendation 
that  legislation  wan  not  desirable,  he  pre- 
pared a  minority  i-tport  which  he  laid  be- 
fore the  full  committee.  Hesubmitted  also 
a  bill  containing  the  provisions  that  he 
urged  upon  the  C'>mmittee.  He  Khf>wed 
that  the  laws  il  Minnesota  forbid 
the  publication  of  luttery  advertisements  in 
the  newspapers  or  the  transmission  through 
the  mails  of  newspupers  containing  lottery 
advertisements,  and  that  the  tratfic  in  any 
sort  of  lottery  tickets  or  the  distribution 
of  any  lottery  circulars  was  prohibited. 
He  showed  that  so  long  as  the  United 
States  laws  permuted  the  transmission 
through  the  mails  if  tbis  sort  of  ruatter  it 
annulled  in  almoet  every  particular  the 
laws  of  Minnesota.  The  committee  prac- 
tically determined  to  adopt  Mr.  Lind's 
measure.

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A  MAD  MANS  MURDERS. 


AN  IOWA    MAN   BURNS   HIS  TWO 
GRANDCHILDREN 


The  Murderous  Work  of  an  Iowa  Man 
Nearly  70  Years  Old— He  Attempts  to 
KtU  his  Son's  Entire  Family  and  Suc- 
ceeds in  Burning  Their  House  To- 
gether With  Two  Children-He  Then 
Hangs  Himself. 


Burlington,  Iowa.  Feb.  18.— In  Jackson 
township  near  this  city,  Adam  Wirth,  be- 
tween sixty  and  seventy  years  old,  has 
been  living  with  his  son  William,  not  in  the 
most  happy  manner.  Yesterday  the  old 
man  attacked  his  daughter-in-law  with  a 
coru  knife  and  cut  her  in  a  terrible  manner, 
though  she  managed  to  escape  and  made 
her  way  to  where  her  husband  was  at  work 
a  mile  away.  The  old  man  attempted  to 
murder  his  two  grand-daughters,  aged  six 
and  four,  bnt  they  eluded  him  and  hid  in 
bushes.  Wirth  then  set  fire  to  the  house  in 
which  were  two  more  of  his  grand-children, 
aged  four  weeks  and  two  years.  The  house, 
including  the  children,  burned.  Wirth. pro- 
co»ided  to  the  hay  mow  and  hanged  himself. 
When  Mrs.  Wirth  reached  her  husband  he 
carried  the  bleeding  woman  to  a  house  in 
the  neighborhood  and  then  hurried  to  his 
own  house  only  tofind.itapileofruins.  The 
two  eldest  children  werefound  in  the  brush 
by  the  neighbors  who  had  been  attracted 
by  the  fire.  The  old  man  is  believed  to  have 
been  insane.

T.  Foley  of  the  firm  of  Foley  Bros.,  head 
contractors  on  the  Manitoba's  Hinckley - 
Dolutlt  extension  was  in  the  ciiy  this  morn- 
ing to  make  arrangements  for  letting  sub- 
coutracts  and  to  begin  the  work.  Inter- 
viewed by  the  Evenino  Herald  Mr.  Foley 
stated  that  the  cost  of  the  work  was  about 
as  stated  first  in  this  paper  in  round  num- 
bers about  $800,000.  Tney  intend  to  sub- 
let the  entire  work  of  grading  and  the  right 
of  way  clearing  iu  soiall  sections  so  that 
the  entire  job  may  be  vomplet«d  as  soon 
ac.  possible,  it  being  the  intention  of  the 
Manitoba  people  to  get  it  through  as  soon 
as  possible.  From  Hinckley,  where  the  line 
connects  with  the  St.  Cloud  branch,  the 
line  runs  iu  a  direction  slightly  east  of 
north  through  a  country  not  difficult  to 
build  a  road  in,  and  continues  through  a 
section  generally  level  and  with  occasional 
swamjjs  to  about  twenty  miles  out  of  Su- 
perior where  it  begins  a  down  grade  of  1 
{)er  cent.,  reaching  the  level  plateau  just 
back  of  that  place.  The  total  length  of  the 
line  is  seventy  miles,  or  two  or  three  miles 
shorter  than  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  line 
from  Hinckley  in.  There  is  comparatively 
little  heavy  work  on  the  line,  though  in 
some  places  considerable  rock  is  met  •  with. 
They  will  put  a  large  force  of  mrn  on  as 
practicable. 

Foley  Bros,  are  responsible  and  large  con- 
tractors and  have  had  many  heavy  rail- 
road jobs  in  the  northwest.  This  contract 
is,  however,  their  first  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes.  The  line  is  to  be  constructed  by  the 
Eastern  Minnesota  Railroad  company,  of 
which  Henry  D.  Minot,  of  St.  Paul,  is  presi- 
dent, and  it  will  form  the  Manitoba's  con- 
nection with  Lake  Superior.

Little  Doubt  that  Untie  Sam  Oottlte  Be8t 
of  John  Bull  in  the  Fishery  Business. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  Feb.  f8.— The  settlement 
of  the  fishery  question  has  already  created 
au  angry  controversy  between  the  govern- 
taent  and  opposition  organs.  Several 
official  newspapers,  guided  by  the  tone  of 
the  American  dispatches,  have  little  praise 
for  Tupper.  Others  say  they  will  content 
themselves  with  congratulating  the  com- 
missioners on  the  conclusion  of  their  labors 
until  the  treaty  is  published.  The  opposi- 
tion papers  unanimously  deplore  the  alleged 
result.  The  Montreal  and  Halifax  news- 
papers are  accusing  Tupper  and  Chamber- 
lain of  wilfully  sacrificing  Canadian  inter- 
ests. It  has  been  arranged  that  the  next 
international  move  will  be  in  the  direction 
of  the  location  of  a  boundary  line  between 
British  Columbia  and  Alaska.  In  the  event 
of  the  satisfactory  settlement  of  the  fishery 
question  the  mutt«r  is  to  be  submitted  to 
the  commission  on  which  England  will  be 
represented.  The  Canadian  government,  it 
appears,  has  been  pressing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commission  for  over  a  year.  The 
disiiuted  territory  involved  comprises  many 
thousands  of  square  miles  iu  the  gold 
regions  located  nc^r  the  supposed  boundary 
line,  but  as  the  jurisdiction  of  both  coun- 
tries is  doubtful  considerable  lawlessness 
prevails.  Gen.  Cameron,  official  secretary 
to  the  fishery  commission,  will  prcbably  be 
one  of  the  Canadian  oommissir  ners.  He 
acted  in  a  similar  capacity  when  the  inter- 
nation.al  boundary  line  in  the  West  was 
located  fifteen  years  ago.

Minneapolis,  Feb.  18.— [Special.]— Ike 
Weir  was  fooled  last  evening  if  he  expected 
to  find  a  "mark"  in  Dominick  Barnes. 
Barnes  is  from  Toronto  and  is  employed  at 
Cardiff  &  Donaldson's.  They  arranged  a 
six  round  contest,  Weir  calculated  upon 
stopping  his  man,  but  he  failed  to  do  it.

Minneapolis  and  St.  Panl  by  their  grand 
kick  against  Dnlnth,  and  by  their  attempts 
to  combine  their  commercial  interests 
against  this  city  are  proving  to  the  world 
that  Dalath  rather  than  Chicago  is  their 
rival.  That  Dulnth  and  its  growing  im- 
portanoe  is  feared  more  than  any  other 
thing,  or  any  otJier  point  on  earth.  They 
will  al.*o  flnd^  that  they  are  not  only  kicking 
against  the  interests  of  the  Northwest  bnt 
t'jey  are  bucking  God-given  advantages 
that  no  power  on  earth  can  overcome. 

The  Reading  strike  has  ended  in  a  com- 
plete surrender  of  the  strikers,  the  railroad 
conceding  nothing  that  they  did  not  offer 
at  tne  start.  There  was  fearful  expense 
and  loss  to  the  company,  suffering  among 
the  families  of  men  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment, denjora'ization  resulting  from  ill 
ness,  and  an  increase  in  the  price  of  coal 
consumed  by  every  poor  family  using  that 
article.  These  strikes  are  very  bad  things 
and  the  cause  of  labur  loses  a  point  or  sev- 
eral points  directly  or  indirectly  as  a  re- 
sult of  every  one  ordered  or  sustained  by 
the  lat>or  organizations. 


The  anti-saloon  Republicans  propose 
boldiug  a  conference  in  New  York  at  an 
early  day  with  a  view  to  adopting  some 
means  that  will  result  in  committing 
the  Republicau  party  to  temperance 
measures.

Ue 
ref ased  to  pu  rchase  the  land  becan^e  he 
had  purchased  already  at  government  price 
all  that  he  cared  to  own.  The  treasurer 
appealed  to  his  brother.  Hon.  Geo.  L. 
Becker, of  St.Paul,to  apsist  him  bnt  without 
avail,  and  then  went  east  and  tried  to  iret 
the  assistance  of  his  wift's  people  but  they 
c*nld  not  help  him.  Returning  bb  again 
plead  withMr.Howard  to  help  him  out  of  his 
trouble.  Oat  of  sympathy  for  him  Mr. 
Howard  purchased  the  land  in  question 
paying  him  thorefor  his  fall  price  aud  he 
has  remained  in  undisputed  po^ession  al 
these  years.  Now  comes  the  man  he  fav- 
ored claiming  that  the  warranty  deed  then 
given  was  a  trust  deed  and  seeks  to  recover 
its  present  and  prospective  value  less  par- 
chase  money,  taxes  and  interest.  Among 
the  lot  was  eighty  acres  now  embraced 
within  the  townsite  of  West  Superior  which 
at  the  time  was  regarded  the  least  desira- 
ble of  the  several  tracts,  bnt  has  since  be- 
•ome  of  great  value.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the 
people  will  give  no  countenance  toachemes 
of  this  nature.  They  are  little  if  any  bet- 
ter than  schemes  of  blackmail.

AN      AMERICAN      TIKW — 80MG     GOOD      POINTS 
TBRSELT   PRESENTED. 

To  THx  Editob:  A  Bextra  in  a  recent 
article  in  one  of  the  city  papers  failed  to 
answer  mj  qnestions  fairly.  I  stated  that 
the  Canadian  merchants  in  Montreal,  Ham- 
ilton and  other  points  are  living  jast  as 
well  as  the  American  merchants.  Of  coarse 
1  referred  to  their  general  business  success 
not  to  one  or  two  rich  men.  .\.3  for  ^oods 
manufnctured  in  our  eastern  cities  and  sold 

cheaper  to  the  Enjjlish  trade  than   to   onr 
hume   dealers  the  idea  is    absurd.     I  have 
seen  bankrupt  goods  or  goods  damaged  by 
fire,  sold  under  depression  where  the  Eng- 
lish agents  were  on   hand  to   buy,  but  that 
can  not  be  taken   as  a  standard.     Men  will 
tell   you    that    Minneapolis    flour    is  sold 
cheaper  in   New  York   than  here  but    it    is 
not     true     as    a    glance    at    the     market 
quotations         will        show.         I       heard 
a  man  say  on  the  stump  that  we  are   pay- 
$1  tax  on  every  barrel  of    salt  but    at    the 
same  time  we    bought   a  barrel  of  salt  for 
^1.    Still  many  believed    his    story.    To 
my  question  as  to  why  thousands  of    Brit- 
tish  subjects  come    to  onr    shores    he    re- 
plies:    Englishmen  want  something   more 
than  a  stove;  they  want  a  home  for  them- 
selves and  children  which  it  is   difficalt   to 
obtain  in  England.    For  This  I    give    them 
full  credit  and  welcome  them,  but  why  do 
they     not      go    to     the    British     posses- 
sions    where     the      free    trade     disease 
prevails.     He     says      hard      times    will 
oome  no   matter    what    the   tariff.     Only 
those    without    experience     will     say    so. 
Thousand.^  of  living  witnesses  know  better. 
He    says    he    ha^i    seen    forty      acres    of 
fine  land  sold  in  Iowa  for  a  barrel  of  salt 
pork.     I  have  seen  a  woman  sold  for  |3.    I 
did  not  take  that  for  the  standard  value  of 
women.       The  issue  of    1853 — a  compro- 
mise tariff  -brought  the  7alne  of  40  acres 
of  land  below  a  barrel  of  pork.      Through 
the  depression  that  followed  our  national 
treasury  was  empty  and  onr  nation  sought 
a  loan  in   England  of  |10,000,000,  offering 
12  per  cent,  interest,  but  could  not  get  it. 
Four  years  ago  $800,000,000  of  our  bonds 
became  due,  and  they  were  refunded  at  3 
per  cent.     Here  is  a  striking  difference  be- 
tween free  trade   and   protection.       There 
were  never  truer  or  more  upright  men  than 
Lincoln,  Washington,  Grant,  Oariield  and 
Logan.      They  were   not   speculators,  nor 
were  they  manufacturers.      They  had  the 
good  of  their  country  at  heart.     They  were 
all  for  protection.    I  would  not  have  given 
one  of  them  for  the  whole  house  of  Eng- 
lish   lords   with    their   queen    thrown    in. 
Every  European  power  has  barred  English 
manufactured  goods  from  their  markets  to 
protect  their  own  industries.    Protect  your 
home,  protect  yourself;  that  ia  nearest  to 
the  law  of  nature.

THAT  GRAIN    BUYING. 

A  LETTER  ON  THE  SCRIECT  OF  6BAIX  BUYING 
FOK  DULCTH,  WHICH  HAS  SO  SURPRISED 
.MI.«iNEAPOLlTAN3. 

The  Duluth  correspondent  of  the  North- 
western Miller  has  the  following  to  say   re- 
garding the  reported  buying  in  the  country 
to  filt  Duluth  eievatori:  Thetrade  bereand 
elsewhere  has  been  somewhat  stirred  up  by 
the  report  of  the  buying  by   Duluth  eleva- 
tor companies  in  the    country  to    fill  their 
houses.    There  has  been   »ome   buying  by 
one  company,  the    Duluth    Elevator   Co., 
which    is    paying    Minneapolis    prices,    or 
better,  and    which    will    result  in    bringing 
several     hundred     thousand    bushels     of 
wheat  here  to  fill  the  Xo.  2  elevator  of  that 
company.    Receipts  for  this   purpose   will 
probably  begin   to  arrive    here  as    soon  as 
the  house  is  completed,  which  will   be  in   a 
few  days.      Every    indication    is    that  the 
moveraeat  this  way    will  be    quite    liberal 
from  the  middle  of  March  out,  and  that  by 
the  middle  of   April    there    will  be    two  or 
three  million    bushels    more  in    store  here 
thnn  at  present.    Duluth    grain    men    will 
doubtless  pursue  a  more  acgresMive  policy 
in  the  future  in  regard  to  country  buying. 
Heretofore  the  wheat  has  l>een   allowed  to 
go  to  Miuneapolis  because  millers  and  ele- 
vator men  of  that  city  were  willing  to  pay 
a  premium,  in  seasons  of  scarcity,  over  the 
Duluth  prices,  in  order    to    secure    enough 
wheat  to  fill  their  elevators    and    assure  a 
liberal  milling  supply.    After    this    Duluth 
men  will  probably   meet  any  price  they  fix 
upon,   or    even    advance    upon   it.    lithe 
present  equalization  of    rail  rates  between 
Duluth  and    Minneapolis  and  Chicago  and 
the  east  continues,  there  will  bean  excellent 
chance  for  the  Duluth  grain  merchants  to 
compete  for  Cnicago  and  interior  milling 
business.
